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How to Get at It.

The Ecamincr says that the efforl of
the legitimate hotel-keepers of the town
to prevent the spurious hotels from
being licensed is likely to [ail, because
the three lawyers they offered to hire
demand a fee of $250 for their secvices.:
and the landlords do not want to raise so
much money for their protection ; which
is very natural. We beg to advise them
that it is unnecessary. At least, we hope
that it is not necessary ; and we should
feel very uncomfortable about the dispen-
sation of the laws in this county il we
thought that it was necessary for three
lawyers to be hired Lo prevent the
licensing of taverns that are not entitled
to license. We have said some severe
things about our judges, but never any-
thing so severe as this imputation upon
them made by our contemporary; and
though they- are of its household of
political faith we do thiok it belies them
in saying that it will require the services
of three lawyers to induce them to do
their duty in the matter of the tavern
licenses.

Judge Livingston, we understand, to
be indisposed to extend the number of
licensed houses. Judge Patterson may
be somewhat more liberally inclined, but
both judges are exceedingly hard to
convince of the necessity of new tavern
stands. A judicious selection of smart
lawyers is valuable to a man who wants
a “mpew stand ” licensed. An ** cll
stand’’'gets a license as a matter of coure,
unless a remonstrance is filed against it.

Now, if the hotel-keepers who really
entertain travelers will employ any one
square lawyer, to call the attention of
the coart to the tavern stands which do
not have the accommoditions required
by the law, we think that they will have
secured all the legal assistance they
need. Certainly, it is all they should
need if the court is disposed Lo assist
their effort to vindicate the law. Their
attorney will advise the hotel-keepers
that they must present a remonstrance
against the granting of  a license to the
“old stands’ which have not the ae-
comodations required by the law,
and which ask a tavern license
only to get the privilege of sell-
ing liquor. The attorney will lile that
remonstrance in each case, and when
the particular “ old stand " is reached
in the calling of the list he will present
it to the court along with the petition
which has been filed for the granting of
the license. That petition represents
that the tavern is necessary to accom-
meodate the public, that the applicant is
of good repute for honesty and temper-
ance, and that he is well provided with
the required houseroom and conveniences
for the entertainment of strangers and
travelers. That petition is signed by
twelve citizens of the ward or township
and is sworn Lo by five of the signers.
The attorneyof the hotel-keepers will
call the attention of the courtto the
fact that the averments of the petition
are challenged by those of the remon-
strance and he will suggest Lo
the court that it will probably
desire, before grantinz the license, to
summon the conlrilictery witnesses
before it and listen to their sworn testi-

mony. The court, being aaxious to
grant liceuses only to those worthy of
them and entiled to them, under its
rules and the law, will natorally desire
to enter into the investization to which
it is invited,and the hotei-keepers’ attor-
ney may take a back seat urless invited
forward as amicus curia,

We have, however, one hit of advice
to give to the hotel-keepers ; and it is
that they approach this bnsiness with
clean skirts themselves. The court will
take care to apply the law Lo the
spurious holel-keepers; but the latler,
if they are given a chance, will in their
turn invite the judges Lo bring the pen-
allies of the violated law Lo bear upon
the hotel keepers. And we apprehend
that if the hotel keepers’ movement fails
to go along to fruition it will be less bex
cause they cannot aford (o provide
the necessary lawyers and wilnesses,
than because they live themselves in
glass houses and can’t afford to be
throwing stones. Some of them ay
sell liquor on Sunday : and others may
be trying to run two bars under one
license. If we are not mistaken there
are two bars in the Stevens Ilouse with
one license, one run by the proprietor and
the other rented by him ; and the same
thing is done at the Leopard hotel. Mr.
Hiestand and Mr. Sensenig being two of
the prominent figures in_the hotel keep-
ers’ foray, if they should get weak in the
knees and lame by the wayside we will
easily tell the reason why.

There is not a particle of doubt that
there are drinking saloons in the town
licensed as taverns, whose pretence at
accommodating the travelling public is
very thin indeed. If the hotel keepers
are clean enough Lo go for Lthem they
can bag their game. And why don’t the
constables do it 7

WE agree entirely with our esleemed

KING KALAKAUA'S COINS.

The Desizos of the Ihes ftor the Hawallan
New Money Frepared,
Superintendent Snowden, of the United
States Mint, Philadelphia, bhas just had
prepared designs of the dies for the coins
to be struck off for circulation in the
Hawaiian islands. The money has beon
ordered by King Kalakaua, and will be
coined with the permission of the United
States treasury department. ()n one side
of the coin will be the king’s face
and on the other a portion of the great
seal of his country. The demomination
of the pieces will be indicated in the Haw.
aiian and English languages. There will
be akali dulas, hapalua dalas and hapahas
or dollars, half-dollars and quarters re-
spectively. There will likewise be dimes.
but the name of that pieco of silver has
not yet been trauslated into Iawaiian. In
size and weight the money will be
equal to United States coins. As soon as
tho designs have been decided wpon the
dies will probably be sent to Sau Francis-
co, where the first batch of money, to the
value of $1,000,000 will, it is said, be
made. This will be at least the second
time that money of anothor nationality has
been cvined by our govermment. A few
years ago a large amount of nickel money
was made in Philadelphia for Veneznuvla.

PETER CUOOPER'S WILL.

The hliianthropist’s Estate Valued at About
Two Millton Dollars.

The will of the late Peter Cooper wus
filed for probate Wednesday. 1lle be-
queaths the sum of $350 anuually to Marie
Cooper, the wife of his brother Edward.
He directs that the income of £10,000 be
paid to Emma Ilarper, wife of John Iar-
per, and at her death the principal to be
divided among her issue. His other be-

quests arc as follows : The interest of
£10,000 to his niece, Martha Tieman ; the
interest on $5,000 to Menzies B. Bedell
and wife. After other small bequosts ho
divides the residue of his estate between
his two children, Edward Cooper and
Sarali Amelia Hewitt, in equal shares. He
appoints, as his executors, Edward Coopor
and Abram S, Hewitt, his son in-law. The
instrument is dated 22d of May, 1871, In
a codicil to sho will he bequeaths to the
‘*‘ Cooper Union, for the advancement of
science and art,” $100,000. The estate of
Mr. Cooper amounts to about &2,000,00()
Abont $2005000 of this amount will be re-
quired to meet the special bequests, which
Mr. Cooper made and which are not pro-

vided for in his will. - This leaves a

A PFrotective Ohristian.
Wuashington American Reglster.

Hon. Jobhn C. Blanchard, of Michigau,
made a speech which every workingmao
in the country should read. Blanchard is
a,Jumber dealer. He said : ““Iam high
tariff on lumber, but low tarifi’ on salt.
ecopper, iron, wool, cotton, leather, glass,
etc. 1 willtell you why : 1own timber
lands and sell stumpages; besides I operate
largely myself, and this tariff puts money
into my pocket. I get $2 por 1,000 more
for my boards. I have just sold 5,000,000
of lumber for $16.50 per 1.000 mill runm ;
a pretty good price. (Voices : ¢ That's so;
that's so.”) Waell, I think su, too. But
for the tarif I should not have got so
much by $2 a thousand. Now, %2
a thousand on 5,000,000 is just $10,000,
That is the difference to me in one opera-
tion between high tariff and free lumber.
I am for high tariff on lumber, I am. This
blessed tariff, they tell us, is all for the
benefit of our American laborer. What
do you suppose I did with the $10,000?
Divided it amouy my workmen? Not a
bitofit ! I puf it jnto my old calfskin
wallet, 1 did !¢«{3f:i;:all my workmen I am
the only protédte? American laborer !
Wages depend on supply and demand, my
friends, nud not on tariff taxes. When you
see two menafter one boss, wages are low
—but when you see two bosses after

one mau, W are high; and
that is tbhe whole of it—the theory
principle . and practice. I am for

high tariff on lumber; can you doubt
it? And in this I can prove to you; that
I am a Christian. The good book tells us
that he that provideth not for his own
household hath denied .the faith and is
worse than an infidel. Now, I provide for
my own household, 1 do, for [ am in favor
of high tariff on lumber, Therefore I am
a Christian, and expect to go to heaven,
politically. But you farmers who have
houses, barns, sheds, pigpens and foucee
to build, what are you?

The Connecticut House of Representa-
tives yesterday, by a vote of 150 to 21,
passed a bill prohibiting4he railroad eom-
pauies in that state from discrimination in
freights by charging more for a short
haul of freights than for a long haul ;
‘““that is, a railroad cowmpany cannot
charge a higher rate for carrying freight
from New York to Hartford or any other
point on its route than is charged for the
same class of freight from New York to
Boston.”

The directors of the Baltimore & Ohio
railroad company at a meeting yosterday
in Baltimore, declared a semi-annual divi-
dond of 5 per cent. on the stock of the
main stem and the Washington branch.
It was stated that *‘ the result of the
financial half year shows, after the pay-
ment of the dividend, a surplus of mvre
than $700,000to be added to the surplus
fund, which is not represented by stock
nor bonds, and which fund now amounts
to upwards of $14,000,000,”

Near Mifllin, May Hershberger and
Anna Fisher, aged about eight years each,
were on their way home from school, and
had to cross a creek. By the side of the
creek stood an old stone barn, a tumble.
down, deserted building. As the little
girls were in the middle of the sfream,
stepping from stone to stone, the side of
thoe old barn fell outward, and the heavy
stones covered and them, killing
them instantly. A small boy who witness-
ed the accident, gave the alarm, and men
soon hurried to the spot. Some of the
stones were 80 large that it required two
men to lift them. The dead bodies of the
little ones were taken home, and will be
taken to the grave yard in one hearse.
May Hershborger was the daughter of the
late Dr. Hershberger, and Aunna Fisher
the daughter of Dr. A. J. Fisher.

EVOLUTION.

BEEUHLE IN FULTON OFERA HUOUSE,

The amous Brookliyn Freacher Lectures
on EKvolution and Hevolution--A
Yery Appreciaiive Acdience.
A fair sized avd appreciative audience
assembled in Falton opera house lasg
eveniuy to listen to the leciure of lHeonry
Ward Beecher on ** Evolution and Revo-
lution.” ‘Tpe distinguished divine was in-
troduced by Rev. J. Max Hark, pastor of
the Moravian chureb, this city, who said
the lecturer was a man whose views on
politics and theology have ever been at
first decried and then accepted, and stood
asthe greatest preacher and the greatest
orator of the day. Mr. Beecher was re-
ceived with applause, which, in fact, was
generously bestowed throughout the lee-
ture as the speaker brought out telling
expressivus. As he stood upon the stage
the familiar rotund figure of years ago
was seen to have little chanyed except
towards a greater rotundity, and although
the years of old age are creeping upon
him the firm, resonant wvoico of his earlier
days shows little diminution in its vigor
or in those features of oratory that have
so much onhanced the value of his uttor.
ances.
Mr. Beecher began by saying that per
baps it would bo mure in with
the ideas of some people to have an-
nounced his subject as ** Evolution and
Reformation.” Evolation does not de-
stroy ; it creates. The American revolu.
tion did not destroy law; it made it
better. It did not destroy government ; it
reconstructed it on a broader basis. When
we speak of evolution in connection with
revolution, we speak of chan<es in organic
matter. Within the last thirty years the
worll has accepted a philosophy which
wits not. generally received until Darwin
camo, Evolution as the system of crea-
tion is accepted now in somo shape by all
men of intelligence and education. There
are a great many phases and elements
connected with this doctrine that
lead men to distrust it. By eve
lution is meant the method of God in
creating the world. The old idea of im-
perial force, as borrowed from the Serip-
tares, in which God says, ** Let there be
Light,”’ is now roostly abandoned, because
that i3 the way in which God did not make
the world. Evolution teaches us to go
back to the very germs and lowest forms
of life, aud then out of these we seu de-
veloped higher forms, It is held, said
tho lecturer,” that from a palpable yet
indistinguishable mass of matter, which
tovk on a rotary motion, became ignitious,
and under the intluence of gasses and
waters by various great forces, the world
was created, then anpimal life began, and
the whole vegetable kingdom has taken
its origin in this process, That which is
true of the vegetable kingdom is true of
animal life. The earliest form isa evll
which takes on other forms, and thus
by one influience and another animal
life becomes more adapted to its vari-
ous conditions of existence. Ninety-nine
per cent, of the . scientists accept evo-
lution as the hypothesis of the method of
creation. It is not without countradiction,
aud we hear from the pulpit that evolu.
tion has bad its day. It is true that cer-
tain phases f iv have run out, but without
these it is held in great force to day.
Among the numerous supporters of it are
those of the atheistic theory, who
81y there is no necessity of saying there
is a God. There are also agreat many who
dispute Darwin’s theory, that nature is so
prodigal that there is a tendency to over-
production, in which it is held that sub-
stance would have soon overrun the world
were it not for tho destruction of the
weaker by the stronger, and thus the
struggle for existence is going on. Many,
too, hold that this is the true doctrine.
Evolution is not perishing because some
parts of it are dying out. There is a great
popular prejudice against evolution,
and men wonder why a elergyman
should ho!d it up. One reason for this
dislike they give in the assertion that it
coniliets with the DBible, But, Mr.
Beocher held, the Bible is not to be a
gunide in science, bat only in morals and
religion. In earlidr times it was held that
the world was made in six difforent days ;
however, when geologists began to turn
the leaves of the rocks, men were very
much staggered and the geologists wero
set upon everywhere. [ut now among in-
telligent men this old idea of the creation is
givenup. The workl was not made, many
assert, in six days, but in so many
« periods,” of an indelinite duration, As
an honest man, the lecturer tiought he
could not get off soeasy from this ques
tion. Tho doetrine of evolution says the
world was not made by auy kiud of in-
stantaneity, bub it has been developing os
the tree nufolds in its difforent stages of
growth from its very germination.
Another popular objection to evoiuticn
is the idea that all evolutionists are inli
dels. Thisis generally so in Germany
and France. [u England they are mostly
Agnosties, who say there may bea Gud,
but we cannot demonstrate 1lis existence.
But in America they are generally Christ.-
ian evolutionists, and among these Mr.
Beecher enrolls himselt.. Evolution teaches
that animal life has fro.n the first been
going on and when it came to man there
was a stop. Some go over this difficalty
by saying that man is no exeeption, and
that everything in him and in his nature
had its germ in the lower grade from
which he sprung. Othera assert that
man has ascended from the ani-
mal kingdom so far as form is con-
cerned, but that the breath of God eame in
and developed the- higher life. The lec-
turer was aware of the links and gzaps that
exist, aud which deter a full connection of
the doctrine of evolutionm, but they are
being filled up, and the probability is that
in time we shall find where man came
from. Now cumes the idea that man came
from a monkey. But it may be shown
that man and monkey developed to a cer-
tain stage together, then diverged in
growth and aptitude to life ; so, after all,
the monkey is only our cousin. The
speaker did not feel much repugnance
to coming from a monkey, if
he came far enough from it. The ancients
said man was moulded out of the emth ;
but he would rather come from a monkey
than from a mud-puddle. Men say that
this doctrine overthrows the Christian
religion. But if we accept this evolution
theory, it does not destroy the Beriptures,
nor the spirit of God, nor the power of
the IHoly Ghost, but it puts them on the
basis of solid facts, Evolution is the very
foundation of Christianity. The word of
God is one of the most striking facts of evo-
lution. The speaker then traced out the
successive stages of the Bible and argued
that every successive step in it towards
the ‘coming of the Sdviorwas a strong
demonstration of the thcory of evolution.
The germ of spiritual belief in the New
Testament opers up a whole panorama of
life and death, Immortality was evolved
when Christ came. It is asked, if animal
life was the result of conditions, where
oomes in the divine power ? But he be.
lieved that there is plain evidence of a
designer in the doctrines of evolution.
The eonception of the world is of divine
origin ; timo evolved it. God dwells in
eternity ; he has no need to be in a hurry.
There has never been a rest on the sub
ject of man's sinfulness. Men don’t like
to believe in total depravity, In the doc-
trine of evolution we have a plain expla-
nation of sin. Tho speaker hold that the
passiouns, the gross part of man’s nature,are
that which he inherited from the animal life
from which he developed. But when God
‘breathed upon the world, these passions
were superinduced by the powers of 1mag-
ination and conscience. The higher facul-
ties should control the lower ; the passions
must be subject to love, conscience and
reason, It wasin this that the lecturer

saw the neceasity of conversion, of redemp.
tion. Bat no man could do it alone. He
must have some other power to aid him,
gd here comes in the doctrine of divine
Ip.

Men say, let us have a relizion of sei-
ences ; broader grounds for religion are
needed. ‘The lecturer said that church2s
are uo more than human institations, aod
necessarily are not pworfect. ‘The church
isonly a moral school.  8till they aro not
only poceded, but need to be better. We
want charches to teach men how to find
the ear of God ; « we need them as moral
schools that may be more adapted to the
wants of the time. Mr, Beecher said that
he would not beg for men to come and
accapt this pew doe rine. [t was hard,
painful, to sever one’s faith in the old
beliels, amd none could imacine ins an-
guish in departing from the teachivgs of
his youth. There are those whao donbt the
expedioncy of this doctrine ; Lu'. the
speaker wounld live in hope. Conviuding
bis remarks, Mr. Beseher said : = Now as
the years of my departure are at haod I
desire to be in the tlinckest of the contlict;
amd not becanse | am lesssure of spiritual
religion, but more sure of it, do I arge
everywhereo the spiritaal overflow of this
bright doctrine of Christian evolution.”
